Representatives of thirty-two nations 
met for ten days at Evian-les Bains, 
France, to study ways to help European 
refugees find homes in other lands. As a 
result a permanent organization is to be 
established in London to assist the exiles 
in getting to countries where they will be 
welcome. Put that down to the credit of 
humanity, against the tyranny that drives 
peopl& into exile because of race or re- 
ligion. And as an expression of world 
opinion of the Nazi policy of oppression to 
the point of expulsion—for it is no secret 
that the “refugees” consist mainly of Jews 
driven out of Germany and Austria by 
official edicts aimed to make it impossible 
for them to live there. 

Mr. Hitler may see in this what the 
people of other countries think of his ob- 
jects and methods, though he probably 
cares little about what they think. But a 
ruler who so loudly boasts the desire to 
make his country great might be expected 
to give some thought to the historic con- 
sequences which have followed such a 
What nation ever persecuted the 
Jews without going down the scale for rea- 
sons traceable to this cause?

Current Comment 


More Forest Fires 

Who is to blame for the fires, and what, if 
anything, is wrong? 

Satisfactory answers can not be given. There 
are too many considerations that can not be 
honestly ignored. But this is true, that these 
great and destructive fires mainly go back to 
conditions general and probably inevitable in 
the present organization of the lumber industry 
and the present constitution of society, 

But it does not mean, because these present 
Rreat fires originated in active logging opera- 
tions, or because, as it is probable, the worst 
fires get out of control in the “slash” of logged- 
off forest, that the loggers are really to blame. 

It isa fact that anyone who knows the log- 
ging camps can attest, that the loggers them- 
selves try to take every precaution in the sum- 
mer woods. Most of the companies would fire 
a man for smoking on the job; some of them 
will not even sell their men matches in the com- 
pany stores. The operating loggers would be 
madmen if they did not try to prevent forest 
fires, from which they must always be the im- 
mediate and the worst sufferers. 

What is probably true is that, in the mid- 
summer months, there should be a holiday in 
the woods as there is holiday from school. This 
year, as it is no secret, great official pressure was 
brought to bear on the logging companies to car- 
ry on their operations. 

And the reason for this, even if it turns out 
to have been ill-advised, was not lacking in force. 
It was only that the government preferred to 
relax the ultimate severity of regulations which 
would have closed the camps altogether during 
the dry spell rather than have an addition of 
four or five thousand men to the unemployed 
lists. —Vancouver Province,
